According to dinpatnheii the Bona- 
partUU' Council which met in se- 
cret session at Aronberg, Switzer-i 
land, at the olmtoan of ox-Empress 
Eugenie, for tho purpose of deter- 
mining the future policy of the party 
resulted in the following party pro- 
gramme: 'f ho Prince Imperial shall 
undertake in person the execu- 
tive direction of the Imperialist pol 
ley. Tho Empress, who is unpopu- 
lar with a large section of -th» party 
on account of her pronounced Ultra- 
jnontanism, lias abdioted the regency 
anil leaves tho young Prince to be 
guided by connsels more in accord 
with the prevailing sentiment of the 
party. The Prince Imperial will be 
guided wholly by M. Holier, thus re 
storing to prominence in the party 
the section which steadfastly opposed 
all concessions to the Constitutional 
party, and dieapprovtd of tho liber- 
alizod policy of M. Entile Ollivupre 
vioui to the war of 1870. Should the 
party succeed in restoring the Em- 
pire, this choice of a leader leaves no 
doubt an to its character. It will bo 
despotic in the full sonso of the term. 
The Oounoil at Arenburg has decid- 
ed on tho Constitution of 1852, in all 
its vigor, as the one of their choice. 
The policy agrodd upon as best cal- 
culated to advance the interests of 
tho party in tho preMwt Assembly is 
a oontinnul demand for a plebiscite, 
which will, they think, flatter tho 
masses by appearing to lenvo the 
final decision w to tho form of guv 
ernmont in the people' i hands. They

This unreasonable discrim- 
ination, which compels the mer- 
chants of Silver Oity to pay one- 
fourth move on freigh't from San 
Tranoisoo to Winnemuooa than if 
they shipped it to Kelton, 250 miles 
further E«;t is what they complain 
of. The" Winnnmucoft Stiver State 
says "It might be asked why they 
do not ship by way of Kelton instead 
of Winnemuooa and avail themselves 
of the benefit* 
1) of 'discrimination? 


The answer is simply because the 
rates of'freight from Kelton to Silver 
City are higher than from this place, 
and no,saving would be effected by 
the change. As a remedy for the 
evil complained of, the merchants ol 
Silver City, Fairview and Booth 
Mountain held a meeting on the 220 
instant, and after setting forth their 
grievances in a preamble, resolved 
to take tho necessary stops to con 
tract the shipment* of all freights 
of these place* by way of the Col- 
umbia river, and to solicit each, mer- 
chant and tradesmen to co-operate in 
th* consummation of the plan, 


As the freight business of the 


Southern part of Idaho is of groat 
importance to the people of Winne 
mnooa, our people should take steps 
to remove this difficulty. A meeting 
should be called for the purpose o 
representing the condition of affairs 
to the Central Pacifh people.
